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It  was  not  her  first  gift  to  Wes- 
leyan, nor  her  last. 

Over  many  years  Anne  Winship 
Bates  Leach,  and  her  husband,  Willa- 
ford,  of  Palm  Beach,  Fla.,  have  been 
most  generous,  establishing  two  schol- 
arships (one  in  memory  of  her  mo- 
ther, the  late  Elizabeth  Winship 
Bates),  by  beautifying  the  campus 
with  funds  for  landscaping,  by  ship- 
ping dogwood  trees  to  line  the  cam- 
pus roadway  named  for  her. 

She  is  sending  her  granddaughter, 
Patricia  Anne  Henry,  to  Wesleyan 
as  a student,  and  hopes  others  will 
follow.  Most  recently  in  appreciation 
of  being  made  an  honorary  alumna, 
fifth  in  history,  she  presented  a check 
for  an  elevator  in  the  Alumnae  Cen- 
ter now  being  readied  in  the  Candler 
Building. 


Mrs.  Leach  became  interested  in 
Wesleyan  through  her  paternal  aunt, 
Mrs.  Charles  J.  Haden  (Ann  Bates, 
honor  graduate  of  1887),  who  was 
an  alumnae  Trustee,  and  was  nation- 
al president  of  the  alumnae  in  the 
Centennial  Year  of  the  College,  1936. 
Mrs.  Haden  was  a close  friend  of 
Miss  Jennie  Loyall,  (now  Mrs.  Fred 
Manget),  first  Alumnae  Secretary. 

Alumnae  and  other  friends  of  the 
College  have  showered  Mrs.  Leach 
with  notes  of  gratitude.  Because  of 
her  physical  condition  she  has  asked 
to  express  her  appreciation  of  the  mes- 
sages in  these  columns.

Challenge  Gift  Spurs 
Phase  II  of  Campaign 

When  the  current  Wesleyan  Fund 
Campaign  reaches  its  announced  goal 
of  $3.5  million  an  additional  gift  of 
$625,000  can  be  announced,  accord- 
ing to  Randolph  W.  Thrower,  Board 
chairman  and  national  chairman  of  the 
campaign. 

Mr.  Thrower  negotiated  this  chal- 
lenge gift,  whose  donor’s  name  is  not 
revealed.  Workers  and  other  donors 
are  rising  to  the  challenge  with  en- 
thusiasm as  the  campaign  sweeps 
from  Macon  to  Atlanta  and  on  to 
other  regions. 

A million  dollars,  largest  single 
grant  in  Wesleyan’s  137  years,  given 
by  Anne  Winship  Bates  Leach  and  her 
husband,  Willaford  Ransom  Leach, 
of  Palm  Beach,  helped  determine 
the  Campaign  Phase  II  goal  of 
$3,500,000.  It  will  be  used  to  estab- 
lish a trust  fund. 

‘‘This  magnificent  vote  of  confi- 
dence in  Wesleyan’s  future  gave  us 
the  impetus  to  get  started”,  said  Pres- 
ident Strickland.  “Now  it  is  serving 
as  an  inspiration  to  gain  our  goal  — 
and  our  challenge  gift  — as  quickly 
as  possible.” 

By  March  22  already  $2,205,000 
had  been  pledged.  Some  of  the  major 
gifts  are  being  secured  by  Frank  C. 
Jones  and  his  Leadership  Committee. 
Newton  Anderson,  Macon,  and  Pres- 
ton Collins,  Atlanta,  head  up  Special 
Gifts  (from  $5,000  to  $25,000). 

Officially  launched  at  a Macon 
area  dinner  on  March  1,  the  cam- 
paign is  gaining  momentum.  Leo  B. 
Huckabee,  Jr.,  chairman,  and  some

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500  people  of  the  Macon  area,  had 
listed  $377,000  by  March  22.
